But it is too late to start a con- 
trol program this year, said J. H.

“Cities, towns and villages 
should organize mosquito abate- 
ment districts where proper 
organization and long range 
control plans could be established, 
Starting a control campaign when 
mosquites are plentiful is both 
ridiculous and expensive,” he 
added.

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Wheat Prices 


and Bread Prices 


The whole milling and baking industry 
has come in for a round of censure over the 
recent modest increase of 6 cents per bushel 
in the price of wheat to the producer. 

The industry, apparently, was ready to 
increase the price of a loaf of bread by one 
cent, while. paying only one-ninth of a_cent 
extra for the wheat that goes into it. Typi- 
cal of the criticism voiced is the following 
from the Calgary Albertan: 


The 6-cent increase in the price of wheat was 
followed instantly by announcements of actual or 
pending increases in the price of flour and bread. 
The 20-ounce loaf sold in Calgary for 13 cents will 
probably go up to 14 cents. 

We have no particular objection to changes in 
the price of bread. If real competition exists, it 
can be assumed the price is competitive and there- 
fore fair. 

But let’s be careful about how that bread price 
increase is explained. 

The Canadian Wheat Board and the milling in- 
dustry have a rule of thumb that 4% bushels of 
wheat make 196 pounds of flour. And most bakeries 
find that 100 pounds of flour are needed for 150 
pounds of bread or 120 20-ounce loaves. According 
to our figuring that works out to about 1.1 pounds 
of wheat for a loaf of bread. 

With wheat costing 6 cents a bushel more, that 
means that 1.1 pounds of wheat cost .11 cents more. 
It means that the farmer will get one-ninth of a 
cent more for each loaf of bread. Yet the price will 
go up a full cent. Who will get the other eight- 
ninths of a cent? 

Some bakers point out that their other costs 
have gone up too. Other ingredients are more ex- 
pensive, labor rates are higher. 

Assuming that the full cent increase is justi- 
fied, let the consumer remember that only a ninth 
of it is due to the increased cost of wheat. Any 
attempts to explain higher bread prices solely or 
even largely in terms of higher wheat prices should 
be branded for what they are—a plain deception. 


Fortunately, the dominion government 
‘has foreseen this attempted gouging of the 
public by the baking and milling industries. 
The government will not charge the extra 
6 cents per bushel to the domestic users of 
wheat. The increased cost will no doubt 
come as a subsidy from the dominion treas- 
ury, but as everyone eats bread, everyone 
will be paying the extra cost accordingly. 
And only one-ninth of a cent instead of a 
full one-cent increase in price, which the 
baking and milling profiteers would like to 
charge. 


No Chance For 


Normal Lives 


Recognizing that many Americans would 
sacrifice their country’s position of leader- 
ship in world affairs for the comfortable 
isolation that existed before World War I, 
Prime Minister Louis St. Laurent, of 
‘Canada, recently told the graduates of 
Northwestern University that they would 
never know “normal” lives if that meant 
being without worry about the problems 
of the rest of the human race. 

The Prime Minister asserted that, on 
the course of the U.S.A., “the fate of all 
mankind largely depends.” As the ‘“domi- 
nant factor in the free world,” which faces 
the “most forbidding prospect of more 
than a hundred years,” the great task of 
statesmanship is to maintain “a balance” 
between the free and Communist worlds 
without war. 

In the end, declared the speaker, there 
must be a free world or a world in chains. 

Expressing confidence that the United 
States would not fail to mobilize its 
moral and material resources to meet the 
world crisis, just as it did twice before to 
uphold freedom, our Canadian statesman 
warned against listening to those who 
urged striking now against Russia’s mili- 
tary power, those who urge that “it is 
better to go it alone and take the con- 
sequences,” and those “Communist fellow- 
travellers who urge other nations to remain 
neutral in the big-power conflict.

Last week another session of Parliament closed, 
and though I haven’t read much of Hansard or 
noticed a great deal of comment about it anywhere, 
I imagine both Houses had their share of the funny 
bits, the ridiculous and the absurd. Out of the usually 


dull and somtimes grim debating comes a bit of 
laughter and merriment. 
R. B. Bennett, as Opposition Leader, could pack 
members in on both sides of the House of Commons 
by his ready wit and snappy re- 
partee. But his old antagonist, 
Mr. King, would frequently end a 
lively discussion with a simple 
observation that left no room for 
reply. 
HAIR TO COMB 
There was the time, for in- 
stance, when a Conservative 
member, balding type, was tak- 
ing the Liberals to task for high 
taxes. That was back in 1936, 
but even at that time Opposition 
members thought taxes were 
high. He accused Mr. King of taxing everything 
that could be taxed, suggésting in derision that the 
only thing left untaxed was the right to comb 
one's hair. 
Amid howls of laughter, Mr. King replied simply: 
“The Hon. Member would be very fortunate if he 
had any hair to comb.” 


SAILING A BOAT é 
I told that story to J. E. Matthews, who was 
Liberal member from Brandon, Manitoba, from 
1937 until his death early this year. Mr. Matthews 
said he could top it with one of his own. 


Older readers of this column will remember 
Hon. H. H. Stevens, who was a Minister in the 
Bennett Conservative regime, 1930 to 1935. He 
broke with Bennett and formed his own “Re- 
construction” party which in the 1935 election 
helped assure defeat of the Conservatives. But he 
was re-elected himself, and in the House shortly 
after was telling Mr. King how he should sail the 
ship of state through the then troublous waters 
of depression, rising Hitlerism and the Ethiopian 
crisis. In the midst of telling Mr. King he should 
travel around the country and see how bad condi- 
tions were, he was obliged to stop talking when 
a Liberal back-bencher advised him “Aw, sit down. 
You scuttled one ship!” 


WHEN RUFUS WASN’T THERE 


Readers will no doubt be familiar with the 
parliamentary system of “pairing off’. When a 
member of one party “pairs off’ with a member 
of another party, it is agreed that in case either 
is unable to be in the house during a vote, his 
opposite will not vote. This same system holds 
forth in the U.S. Congress in Washington. 

According to George Dixon, columnist in the 
Chicago Daily News, wonderful memories of one 
of the greatest bellylaughs ever to disrupt solemn 
Senate procedure came flooding back when former 
Senator Rufus Holman, Ore., paid a return visit 
to the Capitol. 

The Republican, Mr. Holman, retired from the 
Senate in 1945, but his name often comes up in 
the story of the great guffaw, which probably 
will be retold as long as there is a person with 
any sense of humor left in Washington.

steaders who could not make a 
go of it. 

The ‘“‘super farmer’ is seeding 
nearly seven square miles, most 
of it virgin soil. His methods may 
be unorthodox, but they are 
scientific. 

Lassiter figures that the cost 
of operating on the rolling 
land, part of the old Sunshine 
Ranch, is 50 per cent higher 
than if it were level and with- 
eut rocks. More than $1 an 
acre is spent on rock removal. 
He said it all is a question of 

methods, and admitted that farm- 
ing in the dry area is a risky one. 
He said he felt, however, that 
proper methods and implements 
could overcome the lack of mois- 
ture. 

Early farmers who ventured 
into the area failed because of 
their methods'and because they 
farmed on too small an acreage, 
he believes.

in which he prepared the land 
and planted this year’s crop. 

The land was broken with 39- 
foot Graham-Hoeme three-section 
plows last fall an dhooked from 
five different directions, then 
left to catch moisture during the 
winter. 

Large crews of rock pickers 
then went to work and 16-foot 
double offset discs with double 
harrows behind broke the clods 
before seeding started with a 
new-type seed drill. Up to three 
double harrowings were carried 
out after seeding. 

Lassiter said he used the new 
Noble shoe-type press drill to “get 
the seed where it belongs in the 
firm, moist and clear seed bed.” 
The seed is placed three inches 
down to take advantage of sub- 
surface moisture through capil- 
lary action. 


The machine is being used 
for the first time in Alberta 
outside the testing ground of 
inventor C. S. Noble of Noble- 
ford, Alta. It works on the 
principle of the old-fashioned 
shoe drill by dropping the seed 
deep in the ground through 
pipes. 


The. machine was planned as a 
follow-up to the Noble blade 
which cuts weed roots and loosens 
the top soil without disturbing 
the trash that keeps dry soil 
from drifting.

Indian tom-toms will beat out a welcome message from the 
lodges of the Stonys to thousands of visitors at the annual 
Indian Days celebration which will be held at Banff July 19 


to July 22. 


For the 62nd consecutive year, 
the Stonys, noted hunters of 
the mountain area, will leave 
their reservation 40 miles east of 
Banff for the overland trek to the 
mountain resort, and for four 
days they will entertain the visi- 
tors with displays of horseman- 
ship, parades, cowboy contests, 
and horse races. 


NATIVE CONCERTS 


In the evenings, the Indians 
will present native concerts in 
the special outdoor auditorium at 
the Banff Springs Hotel. Dressed 
in their native beaded and buck- 
skin outfits, men, women and 
children will take part in the 
program. They will sing their 
tribal dances, and as a grand 
wind-up every evening, they will 
invite their white friends to par- 
ticipate with them in the Owl 
Dance. 


A lot of water has cascaded 
over Bow Falls since Bearspaw 
led his Stonys into Banff for the 
first Indian Days celebration 
back in 1889. Banff was but a 
hamlet then, and Calgarians who 
attended the unique event travell- 
ed from Calgary by train, which 
in those days was an adventure 
in itself. 


Now, automobiles, trains, 
and airplanes bring visitors to 
Banff from all parts of the 
world for the four-day all- 
Indian celebration, which is 
rapidly becoming a ‘‘must’’ 
during the Canadian holiday 
season. 


The Stampede and Rodeo con- 
tests, which is one of the features 
of the celebration, are held in the 
Buffalo Park, a mile east of the 
centre of the town. Here an 
Indian village blossoms almost 
overnight. The Stonys bring out 
their best ceremonial teepees and 
they are set up in a long line 
along the main ‘street’ of the vil- 
lage. A special section of the 
camp is set aside for visiting 
Indians, Sarcees from. Calgary, 
Blackfoot from Gleichen, Bloods 
from Cardston, Crees from Hob- 
bema, and northern Stonys from 
Nordegg.

Canadian Liberty Secure 
Without Bill of Rights 


Generally speaking, there is no need for a written bill 
of rights in Canada, according to Wilbur F. Bowker, dean of 
the faculty of law at the University of Alberta. 


He said that freedoms provided 
by the Magna Carta were pro- 
tected “reasonably well” by the 
safeguards of the criminal code, 
although certain aspects of es- 


Pionage cases could “give us 
pause”. 
Bowker listed freedom of 


speech, religion and assembly as 
the second group of basic free- 
doms, and added that they were 


“-* generally accepted, although re- 


ligious freedom owas_ reported 
denied in some sections of the 
country. 


The equality of all before the 
law is also generally accepted, 
he declared. 

Bowker stressed that basic hu- 
man freedoms vary from time to 
time and often conflict. He said 
written laws guaranteeing free- 
doms existing in Britain were not 
passed as abstract principles, but 
o meet specific and practical con- 
ditions. 

He added that written guaran- 
tees of civil liberties in the 
DWnited States have given the 
courts of that country vast powers 
often made the American 
not enjoyed by Canadian courts. 
He said these guarantees have 
courts centres of controversy. 
‘However, he stated that Canadians 
could gain much by reading some 
of the judgments handed down 
by American courts. 


The Auditor General of Canada 
may be removed from office only 
On joint resolution of the Senate 
and House of Commons.

Chemical Boom Seen 
Result Oil Discovery 


Vast “imminent” developments 
involving $80,000,000 in Alberta’s 
chemical industry were predicted 
by J. B. Oberholtzer, deputy minis- 
ter of industries and labor for Al- 
berta, in an address to the Cana- 
dian Chemical conference at the 
University of Manitoba. 

“A number of current happen- 
ings have combined to bring about 
the decisions of various companies 
to extend chemical production in 
Aberta. 

“The discovery and rapid devel- 
opment of the Alberta oil fields 
is the key item,” the deputy min- 
ster said. 

Some developments planned or 
underway, he said, were: 

1. Development by the Canadian 
Salt Company to produce about 
20 tons of chlorine a day and 24 
tons of caustic soda. 

2. The celanese Corporation of 
America’s Canadian Chemical 
Company plant at Edmonton to 
produce cellulose acetate and 
various chemicals. 


“The possibilities are great,” 


Mr. Oberholtzer said. “In front of 
us we have petroleum refineries, 
two plants based on hydrocar- 
bons, two on sulphur and one on 
salt.”
